And since Brave Larry is now so interested in 
this phase of state services, we can only ask 
where he was when past appropriation hearings 
were being held before the General Assembly? 
If Roos is so all fired interested in helping 
the mentally retarded, then let him try to per­ 
suade some of the State Representatives and 
State Senators from his own county to support 
mental health improvement in the future. This 
would be the greatest contribution he could 
make, although there won’t be any headlines 
attached to this kind of effort.

HOW SERVICEMEN CAN 
VOTE IN NOVEMBER 
Rep. Robert McClory of Illinois has reminded 
that members of the Armed Forces and their 
fam ilies may vote in the general election to be 
held on November 5. 
The easiest way for a serviceman to receive 
his ballot is through a close relative (parent, 
spouse, brother or sister) who can apply in the 
offices of the County Clerks. 
Application may 
also be made with local voting registrars who 
will forward the papers to the County Clerk. 
Servicemen may also obtain applications for 
ballots from their commanding officers. Ballots 
must reach election officials no later than the 
day of election. Some counties require absentee 
ballots to be received three full days prior to 
election day. 
Members of the Armed Forces on active duty 
(and their spouses and dependents), as well as 
civilian em ployees of the United States serving 
overseas and their spouses and dependents, may 
vote without being registered if they are United 
States citizens, 21 years of age by November 5, 
and meet the residence requirement. 
Rep. McClory stated: “ I urge all military per­ 
sonnel of the United States to exercise their right 
of franchise and to take the necessary steps now 
so that they may vote for the candidates of their 
choice in the November 8 general election.”

For Roos* information, additional funds for 
the state institution will be of great help. They 
will permit the Division of Mental Diseases 
to employ additional personnel; the funds will 
provide better care for the mentally retarded. 
And since Brave Larry is now so interested in 
this phase of state services, we can only ask 
where he was when past appropriation hearings 
were being held before the General Assembly? 
If Roos is so all fired interested in helping 
the mentally retarded, then let him try to per­ 
suade some of the State Representatives and 
State Senators from his own county to support 
mental health improvement in the future. This
